Call for borough to host annual festival to promote

Creative and performing arts 
institutions have backed calls for 
Epsom to make the most of its 
heritage by starting up an arts 
festival. 

Artist Sarah Dewing said she 
believes Epsom’s creative side is 
not being promoted enough and 
Epsom Council should support the 
hosting of a festival by funding an 
arts officer. 

The idea has been backed by 
some of the candidates hoping to 
become Epsom’s MP, but others 
have warned the cash-strapped 


council would not be able to afford 
it. 

Ms Dewing said: “If Mole Valley 
can have an arts festival, why not 
Epsom? It will put Epsom on the 
map for more than just Epsom 
salts and a horse race.” 

Top performing arts college 
Laine Theatre Arts, the University 
for the Creative Arts (UCA) and 
Nescot College told this newspaper 
they would support the creation of 
an arts festival. 

UCA said it has a programme of 
community activities, engages 
with schools and would be happy to 
host a festival to bring key players 
together. 

Nescot College said it would 


support getting students and staff 
involved in “getting the festival off 
the ground” while Laine Theatre 
Arts said: “Anything celebrating 
the arts is good for the heart and 
soul of the community.” 

In the past Nescot has welcomed 
the Beatles, Queen, Black Sabbath 
and Genesis to Ewell, while Led 
Zeppelin’s Jimmy Page grew up in 
Epsom and the Rolling Stones have 
also played here. 

Robin Henderson, director of the 
Realistic Music Academy, in East 
Street, which helps to train young 
musicians, said he would support 
having an arts festival. 

He said: “There’s never really 
been anything in the summer. It 


would be great if there was.” 

Hundreds of overseas visitors 
are expected to descend on Epsom 
next summer for a choral festival 
featuring choirs from its twin town 
in Chantilly, France, and other 
towns in Germany and Belgium. 

Chairman of Epsom’s twinning 
committee, Clive Woodbridge, 
standing as a Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion candidate for Epsom Council, 
said: “Perhaps this is the first toe 
in the water. Maybe if this goes 
well it’s something we can build on 
in the future.” 

Conservative candidate Chris 
Grayling said a festival would be 
“good for the area”. 

He said: “Epsom is a town with a

Epsom’s GP surgeries are to 
provide out-of-hours access 
seven days a week as part of a 
£1.8m Government-funded 
pilot scheme. 

The money, part of a £100m 
pot called the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s Challenge Fund, will be 
used to pilot GP access be¬ 
tween 8am to 8pm Monday to 
Friday, 9am to 2pm on Satur¬ 
days, and 10am to 1pm on 
Sundays. 

It will also be used to devel¬ 
op a community medical 
team to manage vulnerable 
patients, improve websites, 
share health records with 
community care providers, 


and provide patients with 
tools to live healthily in their 
own homes. 

GP Health Partners Limit¬ 
ed, an umbrella company 
formed of all 20 GP practices 
in Epsom within Surrey 
Downs Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group (SDCCG), will be 
responsible for delivering the 
new services and will be ac¬ 
countable to NHS England. 

Although the out-of-hours 
pilot was due to begin on 
April 1, a SDCCG spokesman 
said “a delay in announce¬ 
ment and agreement of con¬ 
tracts will put a delay in go 
live date”. 

No start date for the pilot 
scheme has been given. 

The spokesman added: “De¬ 
tailed financial planning is 
still to be completed, but will 


cover registered patients 
across all 20 Epsom-facing 
practices.” 

Dr Hilary Floyd from the 
Derby Medical Centre, in 
Derby Square, Epsom, and Dr 
Andy Sharpe, from the Ash¬ 
ley Centre Surgery, in 
Epsom, said: “We have a 
large older adult population, 
some of whom feel let down 
due to the complexity of the 
care system. 

“Access to services must be 
improved. 

“This funding will help us 
form a strong, patient-fo¬ 
cused network that will con¬ 
tinue to benefit our 
community in years to 
come.” 

SDCCG said GP Health 
Partners Limited is a 
“provider network”, which 


was formed in July. 

Andrew Roscoe is the sole 
director of the company, 
which has its headquarters at 
the Old Cottage Hospital in 
Epsom. 

Asked why it was estab¬ 
lished, a SDCCG spokesman 
said “provider networks” are 
part of NHS plans for GPs to 
proactively target services at 
people with ongoing, com¬ 
plex needs, such as the elder¬ 
ly or those with chronic 
conditions, and “work much 
more intensively with pa¬ 
tients that GPs currently 
cannot achieve within the 10- 
minute consultation slots”. 

The spokesman added: 
“SDCCG has responded to 
these drivers by making it 
clear it plans to commission, 
where possible, patient

registered services through 
locality provider networks.” 


Liberal Democrat parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Stephen 
Gee said “money should be 
found” to get things moving. 

Labour’s Sheila Carlson 
said she supported the princi¬ 
ple, but believes the council 
would find it “impossible” to 
justify its funding. 

UKIP candidate Robert 
Leach, a musician, did not 
support committing to fund¬ 
ing a council arts officer. 

Independent hopeful Lionel 
Blackman said a festival 
could be established with 
council support, but fellow 
Independent Gareth Harfoot 
suggested crowd funding. 

Epsom Council said it could 
not comment due to “pur¬ 
dah” rules on elections.

New site for surgery 
after 12-year battle

A historic common was set 
alight in five suspected arson 
attacks in one day. 

Several trees, stag beetle 
larvae and a clutch of grass 
snake eggs were lost in the 
last and largest fire, which 
ravaged an acre of Ashtead 
common, between 8.30pm 


and 1.30am, on Sunday. 

The City of London Corpo¬ 
ration, which owns the com¬ 
mon, said five common fires 
are being investigated as 
arson and police described 
the last fire as “suspicious”. 

Head ranger Andy Thwait- 
es said: “By the time I got 


there it was a ring of fire. 
It was quite a surreal 
atmosphere. 

“If it was not for the fact it 
was so sad that things of 
great value were being de¬ 
stroyed, it would have been 
quite atmospheric.” 

Dog walker Anna Vintner 


said she and her friend were 
on the common and alerted 
rangers to three small fires 
on Sunday morning. 

Andy Barnard, superinten¬ 
dent at Ashtead Common, 
thanked rangers, firefighters 
and members of the public 
for their help. 


A GP surgery has won a 12- 
year battle to move into new 
premises after fears NHS de¬ 
lays could leave thousands of 
patients without a doctor 
nearby. 

GPs at the Ashley Centre 
Surgery, in Ashley Square, 
Epsom, have found out the 
Government has approved 
funding that will enable it 
to move into new, larger 
premises at the Old 
Magistrates’ Court residen¬ 
tial development in the 
Parade. 

Last July, the Epsom 
Guardian reported how the 
surgery had repeatedly been 
informed by health watchdog 
the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) that its premises were 
too small and do not meet dis¬ 
ability access requirements. 

But a move to the new 
premises looked to have been 


scuppered because the 
surgery’s bid to do so had not 
been considered by the NHS. 

Dr Andy Sharpe, a GP at 
the surgery, said its bid for 
funding had been accepted 
from another pot of Govern¬ 
ment money announced for 
GP buildings, paid for by 
bankers’ fines. 

He said: “They have identi¬ 
fied us as a priority. 

“We have got the go-ahead 
and should hopefully be able 
to move in nine months’ 
time.” 

In its latest CQC report, 
published last month, the 
surgery was rated “good”, de¬ 
spite its shortcomings. 

Dr Sharpe said: “They did 
comment on the building’s 
access, but thought we were 
making the best of a very bad 
job so didn’t want to penalise 
us.”

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Former prison teacher faces jail 
over ‘inappropriate relationship' 


A former teacher at High Down prison 
has been told she will face time behind 
bars after admitting an “inappropriate 
relationship” with a prisoner and smug¬ 
gling in unauthorised packages for him. 

Lilian Aghaizu, 49, from Carshalton, 
appeared at Guildford Crown Court on 
Friday where she pleaded guilty to three 
charges of misconduct. 

She was charged with being a “holder 
of public office who wilfully neglected 
to perform her duty or misconducted 
herself” between January and May last 
year. 

Aghaizu, who was teaching at the 
prison during this time, admitted enter¬ 
ing into a relationship with a serving 
prisoner, with the pair exchanging text 
messages and having conversations that 
were “inappropriate”. 

She was also accused of not reporting 
the prisoner for illegally having a 


mobile phone and buying credit for it. 

The teacher also admitted smuggling 
unauthorised packages into the prison 
for the inmate and failing to report she 
had been asked to do so by him. 

Asked by Judge Christopher 
Critchlow what the packages contained, 
Richard Elliott, prosecuting, said: “The 
prosecution has no evidence of what 
was in the packages, but by her own ad¬ 
mission she believed it was drugs.” 

Mr Elliott said unemployed Aghaizu 
has a previous criminal conviction for 
fraud and he would “check whether she 
actually told the agency [which had em¬ 
ployed her] of that”. 

Addressing Aghaizu, who is single and 
lives with her son, Judge Critchlow said: 
“You must expect an immediate term of 
prison for these offences.” 

A date for her sentencing has not yet 
been set. 
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Duck death devastates school

A mother duck crossing the 
road with her ducklings was 
mowed down in a “selfish and 
cruel act” to the horror of a 
school community.

Hospital in Leatherhead. 

Headteacher Michelle 
Phillips said the caretaking 
team stood in the road to pro¬ 
tect the mother duck as she 
crossed the road to the pond 
in Bourne Hall park. 

Ms Phillips said: “Suddenly 
this driver zoomed around 
them, rather than waiting 
and killed her. The whole 
school community were very 
upset.” 

She said the mother duck, 
known as Mrs Mallard, was 
loved by staff and children 
alike and they are now 
fundraising for WAF. 

She added: “It would be 
good to shame whoever is re¬ 
sponsible for this selfish and 
cruel act.” 

Graham Tapp, a caretaker 
who was helping the ducks to 
cross, said: “We were left 


holding the box of ducklings 
in the middle of the road.” 

Madhurittu Puri, who 
works in the school’s nurs¬ 
ery, said: "Every year the 
mother duck walks her duck¬ 
lings across the road when 
they are going to learn swim¬ 
ming. 

“I'm quite upset about it be¬ 
cause they have been part of 
our school for quite a long 
time.” 

Simon Cowell, founder of 
the WAF, added: “It’s tragic. 
At this time of year in partic¬ 
ular everybody needs to take 
care because everything is 
nesting. 

“When you see something 
going on in the road you 
should stop and wait rather 
than drive straight on and 
kill a mother duck.” 

Of the fundraising by the 


school, he said: “Fantastic. 
That’s really kind. We get an 
awful lot of money from peo¬ 


ple who help us and it’s often 
children.”

‘Loos were awash with

A developer turning ex-public 
toilets into two one-bedroom 
homes in Ewell Village has said 
they needed to be knocked down. 

David Greaney said the houses, 
being built by Cannonside on a 
0.019 acre site opposite Bourne 
Hall, had rid the area of a place 
where needles, vermin and as¬ 
bestos were common. 

He said: “We found all kinds of 
materials that suggested the site 
was being used for things it 
shouldn’t have been. 

“There were needles, drugs 
packages, vermin, asbestos, 


litter. It was only a matter of time 
before someone was found 
abused or raped in there. 

“The council should have been 
made to take it down. They sold it 
so they wouldn’t have to take it 
down.” 

Mr Greaney denied claims that 
construction of the homes was 
bringing “severe disruption” and 
causing tailbacks, although he 
admitted “slight disruption” be¬ 
cause he said Bourne Hall had 
not allowed Cannonside to rent 
some of its parking bays to store 
materials. 

A spokesman for Epsom Coun¬ 
cil said: “A request was received 
last August for the use of a mini¬ 
mum of four car parking spaces 
in Bourne Hall car park as a 


building site compound for a 15 
month period starting September 
2014. 

“However, this was not permit¬ 
ted as it was deemed too disrup¬ 
tive for car park users.” 

Addressing concerns about a 
lack of parking for the new 
homes, Mr Greaney said any po¬ 
tential buyers would factor this 
into their decision to buy and 
many people did not have cars. 

He said: “People ought to be 
aware the Government is saying 
we need to build a house every 
six minutes.” 

Th homes are on sale for 
£300,000. 

The toilets were first auctioned 
off by cash-strapped Epsom 
Council in 2012 for £68,000. 


Election candidates go head-to-head

Lively debate, an engaged audi¬ 
ence and a few moments of ten¬ 
sion were all present as six of the 
candidates vying to become 
Epsom’s MP faced a grilling last 
Thursday. 

Conservative Chris Grayling, 
Labour’s Sheila Carlson, Liberal 
Democrat Stephen Gee, UKIP 
candidate Robert Leach, the 
Green Party’s Susan McGrath 
and Independent hopeful Lionel 
Blackman went head-to-head at 
St Paul’s Church, Howell Hill, 
Cheam. 

Independent candidate Gareth 
Harfoot, who announced he 
would be standing after the event 
was organised, sat in the audi¬ 
ence. Questions from the floor in¬ 
cluded those on overseas aid, 
zero hour contracts and the HS2 
rail project. 

Mr Grayling said “we have to 
take some tough decisions and 
some smart ones” to cut the 
deficit, and Mr Leach sparked de¬ 
bate when he linked a lack of af¬ 
fordable housing to immigration. 

He said: “We would have to 
build Epsom and Ewell four 
times over to accommodate the 
people migrating here.” 

Ms Carlson said talk of cutting 
the overseas aid budget was “ap¬ 


palling” because we should “feel 
for our fellow human beings”. 

Mr Gee said the Government’s 
cuts had been “ideological” and 
about “shrinking the state”. 

Ms McGrath said her party did 
not believe in cuts and would in¬ 
troduce progressive taxation, 
while Mr Blackman said he would 
like to see a “legal presumption 
against zero hour contracts”. 

On secret plans to shut Epsom 


and St Helier hospitals and cre¬ 
ate an 800-bed super site, leaked 
last week, Mr Grayling said 
“somebody in the NHS has lost 
the plot”. 

Mr Leach asked the incumbent 
why he was still talking about 
“saving Epsom Hospital after five 
years in Government”. 

“I didn’t think tonight would be 
about personal attacks,” Mr 
Grayling replied.

The mother of an autistic child 
is launching a support group 
after being approached by a par¬ 
ent in the same situation in a 
supermarket. 

Wendy Martin, from Epsom, 
was in Sainsbury’s, in Kiln Lane, 
Epsom, with her son, two months 
ago when she was spotted by 
Susan Wall who also has a child 
with autism. 

She approached Miss Martin 
after seeing the autism assis¬ 
tance dog which her son had 
with him. 

The 42-year-old said Mrs Wall 
asked her whether there were 
any autism support groups in the 


area as she had not been able to 
find any. 

She said: “Susan said she 
moved from an area where there 
were lots of groups and parents 
got together regularly to Epsom 
where there was absolutely noth¬ 
ing. The nearest one is in Guild¬ 
ford. I said all I can do is start one 
up. 

“It’s a very lonely journey out 
there for parents of children 
with autism and they need some 
support.” 

Miss Martin said the group will 
meet for tea and a chat and that, 
if successful, it may invite people 
to come in and speak in the 
future. 

She said: “It will be an opportu¬ 
nity to meet and turn up and 
say ‘I have had the most awful 
week’.” 


“There can be a lot that chil¬ 
dren with autism do which you 
can’t understand. Just to have 
someone say ‘my child does that 
as well’ means you can look at 
the triggers behind why they are 
doing it. 

“It’s very cathartic to hear 
other people’s experiences which 
are often very similar to yours 
because you feel isolated, as if 
there is no one else who 
understands. 

“If my child has a meltdown in 
a shop everyone looks at you in a 
terrible way. But it’s not to do 
with my parenting.” 

The first group meeting will be 
held on April 30, from 10am to 
noon, in the cafe at Sainsbury's, 
Kiln Lane.

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HOUSING: Homeless ex-con on his struggle to ‘survive’

A homeless ex-con forced to 
sleep on park benches, and now 
facing having his caravan evict¬ 
ed from an industrial estate, has 
said he wants his story to be 
told. 

Barry Jeffrey, 50, from Epsom, 
said he also wanted to expose 
Epsom Council for failing to find 
him somewhere to live after 
being on its housing waiting list 
for 14 years. 

Mr Jeffrey, who has served 
time for crimes including bur¬ 
glary, said he suffered from de¬ 
pression, feels desperate and 
feared he could end up back 
inside. 

He said: “What can you do? 
You have got to survive. It’s ei¬ 
ther that or you go to prison.” 

The grandfather, who is on 
sickness benefits, said he was 
evicted from his privately rented 
flat in Bahram Road about two 
weeks ago because of a problem 
paying the rent. 

Since then, he has spent nights 
sleeping on a park bench near 
Pound Lane and later moved 
into a caravan on the Longmead 
industrial estate. 

Even though Mr Jeffrey said 
he was not causing any mess, 
nuisance or obstruction, he is 
now being asked to move on, but 
has nowhere to go. 

He said: “I have lived here all 
my life. They won’t give me

anywhere to live and now they 
are telling me I have to move.” 

As well as depression, Mr Jef¬ 
frey suffers from alcoholism. 

He said: “I’m not trying to 
squat in houses or sleep in door¬ 
ways. All I’m asking for is a fair 
crack of the whip.” 

Mr Jeffrey said he met with 
Epsom Council on Monday, but 
the issue has still not been 
resolved. 

An Epsom Council spokesman 
said: “This case highlights the 
need to engage with the coun¬ 
cil’s housing team at an early 
stage and not wait until a crisis 
has occurred.”

With a shortage of social 
housing in the borough, the 
spokesman said people were pri¬ 
oritised for housing according to 
a legal criteria. 

He said: “It is not unusual for 
someone to be on the housing 
list for a considerable number of 
years before they can be consid¬ 
ered for social housing, especial¬ 
ly if they do not meet these 
criteria. 

“Options can be further limit¬ 
ed because lifestyle choices, in¬ 
cluding criminal activity and 
antisocial behaviour, mean pri¬ 
vate landlords are reluctant to 
house these potential tenants.”

Plans to build accommodation 
for more than 70 students near 
land rich with wildlife has 
sparked a protest by residents. 

Loganberry Ltd, which owns 
the land in Mill Road, Epsom, 
submitted a planning application 
to Epsom Council last month for 
11 new homes, with 77 beds, 
parking and bicycle spaces. 

The proposal will replace pre¬ 
vious planning permission 
granted to the company, on ap¬ 
peal by the planning inspec¬ 
torate, for 10 family homes on the 
site, which have not been built. 


The company has agreed to 
keep one-third of the site, home 
to badgers, foxes, lizards, stag 
beetles and flora, as a wildlife 
sanctuary. 

But residents showed their op¬ 
position to the plans by holding a 
demonstration outside the site 
on Easter Sunday. 

Julie Morris, a resident who is 
standing as a Liberal Democrat 
candidate for college ward on 
Epsom Council, said: “We now 
have the prospect of even less 
green space being kept within 
the area to be developed. 


“We don’t really want anything 
built on this site. It’s a hugely 
valuable green corridor.” 

David Waller, of Loganberry 
Ltd, said: “The problem in 
Epsom is we have got a 
university and other educational 
facilities which are suffering 
because of a shortage of 
accommodation.”

need funding by the council, it 
would more than pay for itself in 
the economic benefit it would 
bring to the borough.

However, after the 
first year, support was with¬ 
drawn, and after the third one, we 


not sufficient to do this.

PROPERTY INVESTMENT UPDATE 


EPSOM RENTS RISE FOR TENANTS .. BUT WAGES RISE QUICKER! 


Considering we are a quarter of the 
way through 2015, I was talking to 
a landlord from Ewell the other day 
about what is happening to the level 
of rents that are being achieved 
in the Epsom property market. 

In terms of rents in Epsom, it appears that 
rents being achieved for new rentals (i.e. 
when the tenant moves out and new tenant 
moves in) have risen in the order of 3.8% 
in the last 12 months on top of the range, 
modern properties, yet remained static 
for older Victorian terraced houses and 
converted apartments. However, landlords 
with existing sitting tenants, irrespective of 
age are not increasing their rents, as most 
landlords prefer to keep their existing tenant 
paying the same rent and have the peace 
of mind that their tenant remains, paying 
the rent (thus reducing the risk of a void 
period). That said, we always recommend 
renewals in line with RPI increases. 

It must be remembered rents dropped by 
2% over 2008/9, due to oversupply in the 
rental market in 2009.) A lot of the people 


who couldn’t sell their property in Epsom 
in 2008/9 when the Credit Crunch hit in 
2008, decided to let their house out instead 
of selling at a loss. In fact, the number of 
houses on the market in Epsom dropped 
by 65.3% between June 2008 and January 
2010, a lot of which came on to the rental 
market in Epsom. However, looking at the 
longer term though, tenants have had it good 
because since the turn of the Millennium, 
average wages have grown by 46%, but 
rents outside central London have only 
grown by 36% rental growth over this period. 

I mentioned to the landlord that there is a lack 
of new rental properties in Epsom coming on 
the market, in fact according to the Office 
of National Statistics, there are only 22 new 
rental properties coming to the market each 
month in Epsom, but the population of Epsom 
is rising by 67 people a month - something 
will have to give soon! This is compounded 
by the fact a number of landlords are looking 
to sell their rental properties in the coming 
months, as the property market in Epsom 
has improved. This further compounded 
as tenants in existing rental properties 


appear to be staying in properties for longer 
periods of time, as mentioned above. 

Looking at the rents charged in Epsom, 
historic evidence in the UK suggests 
private market rents have moved in line with 
general inflation. Government figures only go 
back as far as the year 2000, but looking 
at other countries with similar housing 
markets (America, Australia, Ireland and 
Holland) the fact is rents paid by tenants 
tend to rise in line or just ahead of inflation. 

As short term wage growth in Epsom has 
eased off recently, rising by only 1.3% in 
the last 12 months, taking average salaries 
in Epsom to £37,498pa, with the tax breaks 
announced by The Chancellor in the Budget, 
I believe, even though rents have kept pace 
with inflation in the past, renting as an 
option has become more affordable, and 
is increasingly seen as a lifestyle choice.

(j) Surrey County Council Hookfield and Lindsay Close controlled parking zone in the borough of 
Epsom and Ewell (Consolidation of waiting restrictions and on-street parking places Order 
2005) (Amendment No.13) Order 2015; and 

(k) Surrey County Council West Hill Burnett Grove and Langlands Rise Controlled parking zone in 
the borough of Epsom and Ewell (Consolidation of waiting restrictions and on street parking 
places Order 2005) (Amendment No.13) Order 2015.

(i) install Mandatory disabled bays as specified in Schedule 6. Operating at the times specified in 
Schedule 6 for use only by disabled persons vehicles displaying a disabled persons blue badge; 

(j) designate permit holders only on-street parking places in certain lengths of the roads on the days 
and times specified in Schedule 7. N.B. outside the hours of operation indicated in the said 
Schedule any vehicle may be left in any of those permit holders only on-street parking places for 
any period without time limit; 

(k) specify that the vehicles which may be left in any of the permit holders only on-street parking places 
referred to in sub-paragraph 2 (j) above shall be passenger vehicles (8 seats or less), goods vehicles 
the maximum gross weight of which is less than 5 tonnes, motor-cycles and invalid carriages; 

(l) provide that certain other vehicles may wait in any of the permit holders only on-street parking 
places referred to above in certain circumstances (e.g., to allow persons to board or alight

(m) impose a prohibition of stopping outside schools as specified in Schedule 8 subject to the 
exemptions provided by the Principal Order shall still apply, namely any person causing a vehicle to 
stop in order to avoid an accident or if required to do so by law; anything done with the permission 
of a Police constable in uniform or in accordance with a sign placed by Surrey Police in accordance 
with section 66 or 67 of the Act; or any vehicle which is displaying a valid waiver certificate issued 
by the council; 

(n) include the residents of Greenwood Court and Chelsea Court, Epsom to be eligible for permits in 
resident area G. N.B costs and conditions of use: the residents permit costs will be £50 for the first 
permit and £75 for any subsequent permit and will be valid for a period of 12 months. Each 
household will be able to apply for permits based on the following calculation. The sum of the 
numbers of cars registered to members of that household minus the number of off-street parking 
places available to that household. A charge of £15 will be made for the issue of a replacement 
permit or duplicate permit (N.B the charge for a replacement permit due to a change of vehicle will 
also be £15).

Banstead 
looking to 
get settled 

While not ruling out a shot 
at promotion, Banstead 
Cricket Club skipper Dan 
Newton says this season is 
all about consolidation, 
writes Tim Ashton. 

After a disastrous Pre¬ 
mier Division campaign 
last term, where Newton 
missed the entire season 
recovering from a shoul¬ 
der operation, Banstead 
were relegated to the sec¬ 
ond tier of the Surrey 
Championship.
